The following letter, which has been issued by the Central 
Medical War Committee to voluntary and municipal 
hospital authorities in England and Wales, is of particular 
interest to younger practitioners. 


DeaR Sir, 

In response to D.63 (V) and D.64 (M) the great majority 
of voluntary hospitals and loca} authorities have made state- 
ments of their peacetime and wartime establishments in terms 
of A and B posts and given the names of existing holders of 
A and B posts. Those who have not yet repiied are asked to 
do so immediately. 

DEFINITIONS 


(1) An R practitioner is a practitioner who has registered 
under the National Service (Armed Forces) Act. 1939. 

(2) A posts are those whole-time resident house appoint- 
ments at voluntary and municipal hospitals which are or can 
be occupied by practitioners without previous experience. 

(3) B posts are those whole-time house or hospital! posts, 
usually but not always resident, which cannot be occupied by 
practitioners without previous experience—that is, senior 
house surgeons and physicians, casualty officers, resident 
surgical and medical officers, registrars, and other officers 
intermediate between the junior house officer and the member 
ef the staff. or. in the case of the municipal hospital, inter- 
mediate between the junior house officer, if any, and the 
medical superintendent. 


B posts are subdivided into two groups: 


(a) BL posts are those B posts which are within the 
hospital’s senior establishment. At the voluntary hospital 
the typical posts are those of resident surgical officer, resi- 
dent medical officer, registrar, and chief assistant. At the 
municipal hospital the senior establishment comprises those 
B appointments with a tenure of more than one year, and 
carrving with them a salary of £350 a year with emolu- 
ments. or more. 

(b) B2 posts are those B posts not within the senior estab- 
lishment—that is, those B posts not included under B}. 


YourR ESTABLISHMENT 


No objection is raised to the wartime establishment as set 
out in the Appendix (IID. It is divided, you will notice, into 
A posts, Bl posts, and B2 posts. 

The recruitment for the services of R practitioners holding 
A appointments and R practitioners holding B2 appointments 
in England and Wales will be carried through centrally by 
the Central Medical War Committee. The recruitment of 


Medical War Committee outside London and by the Com- 
mittee of Reference in London. 


TENURE 


R practitioners will be permitted to retain A appointments 
for six months only, without renewal. R_ practitioners will 
be permitted to hold B2 appointments for six months, and 
the appointments will not normally be renewed. Each appli- 
cation by a hospital authority for renewal of a B2 post or 
for appointment of a hoider of a B2 post to another B2 post 
will be considered on its merits by the Central Medical War 
Committee. 

The tenure of BI appointments to be permitted to R practi- 
tioners will be a matter in the first instance for the Local 
Medical War Committee or. in London, for the Committee 
of Reference. 


GENERAL PLAN 
R practitioners qualifying after December. 1939. will be 


_ dealt with centrally at the outset. On qualifying the R practi- 


tioner is urged to seek an A appointment. If he does not 
secure such an appointment his position is considered with 
a view to recruitment six months after qualification. If he 
does secure an A appointment his position is considered at 
the end of a six-months tenure of that appointment. 

If such an R practitioner is appointed to a B appointment 
before the end of his six-months tenure of the A appointment 
he will be reserved for the approved period of tenure of the 
B appointment. If he obtains a B2 appointment and no 
application is made for renewal or appointment to another 
B2 appointment. and he is not appointed to a BI appoint- 
ment. he will fall to be considered at the end of a six-months 
tenure of the B2 appointment. If, however, he is appointed 
to a BI post before the end of the period of tenure of his 
previous appointment he is not recruited directly by the Central 
Medical War Committee but passes within the ambit of the 
Local Medical War Committee or, in the case of London, the 
Committee of Reference. 


The position of R practitioners who qualified before Decem- 
ber. 1939, and who now hold A or B2 appointments will be 
considered with a view to their recruitment to the Forces by 
the Central Medical War Committee after a six-months 
tenure of these appointments or if this tenure has already 
been completed on June 30, 1940. Renewals of A appoint- 
ments cannot be granted. Any appointment of a present 
holder of an A appointment to a B2 appointment within the 
wartime establishment should be notified to me not later than 
June 21, 1940. Requests to renew B2 appointments or to 
appoint the present holder of a B2 appointment to another 
B2 appointment must be received not later than June 21, 1940.

SHORTAGE OF NEWLY QUALIFIED PRACTITIONERS 


There are too few newly qualified practitioners, male and 
female, R and non-R, to fill all the A posts in the wartime 
establishments submitted by hospitals. This being so, hos- 
pitals generally are asked to give urgent consideration to the 
possibility of reducing the number of A posts even if this, 
in certain cases, involves an increase in the number of B2 
posts. In particular hospitals with more than three A posts 
within their wartime establishment are asked to consider a 
reduction of their total A establishment by one-quarter, re- 
placing an abolished A post, hut only if replacement is abso- 
lutely essential, by a B2 post. Any proposed changes in the 
wartime establishment should be communicated to the Central 
Medical War Committee. 


FROM THE HospItaL’s ANGLE 


Will you please co-operate by adhering strictly to the 
following procedure in future? 


(1) In appointing R_ practitioners to A posts appoint 
practitioners who have just qualified or, in any case, who 
have not been qualified for more than six months. Limit 
these appointments to six months. Appoint a proportion 
of “not newly qualified non-R_ practitioners”: their 
appointments need not be limited to six months. 


(2) Fill B appointments as far as possible from non-R 
practitioners. 

(3) When appointing R practitioners to B2 appointments 
appoint only from holders of A posts, whether they hold 
their A posts at your hospital or at another. Make the 
appointments not less than one month in advance, and in 
any case before the appointed R practitioner completes his 
six-months tenure of his A appointment. Please endeavour 
to avoid an interval between the completion of the 
appointee’s A appointment and his taking up of the B 
appointment. 

(4) If your hospital desires to make application to retain 
an R practitioner in a B2 appointment for a further period 
of six months or to appoint him to another B2 appoint- 
ment, please make application to the Central Medical War 
Committee one month before the end of the six-months 
tenure of the first B2 appointment. 

(5) In appointing R_ practitioners to BI posts please 
appoint from practitioners who have not completed the 
tenure of the appointments (usually B2) they hold. 

In appointing R practitioners, except to A posts, appoint 
from the employed while they are employed. The moment 
the holder of an A or B post finishes his job the Centra! 
Medical War Committee will consider his recruitment to the 
medical branches of the Forces. 


FiLtinG APPOINTMENTS 


A Posts 


The teaching hospitals normally fill their A appointments 
from their own students. They will, of course, continue to 


do so. Other hospitals usually fill their appointments by - 


advertising in the medical press. They should continue to 
do so, basing their advertisements on the model advertisement 
set out in the Appendix. In appointing R practitioners to 
these appointments please follow the procedure set out above. 


If your hospital is unable to fill A appointments from its 
own students or after advertisement, please inform the dean of 
the nearest medical school of the vacancy and ask him to 
give you the names of any suitable practitioners. If these 
steps fail please make application to me for the names of 
suitable practitioners. 


The Central Medical War Committee asks teaching hos- 
pital authorities to appoint suitable medical students to a 
substantial proportion of A posts in teaching hospitals or 
in hospitals associated with teaching hospitals, provided 
always that sufficient opportunities to pursue systematic study 
remain available to the appointed student, 


B Posts 


If, as at a teaching hospital, you normally fill your B posts 
from the holders of A appointments at your own hospital you 
will no doubt continue to do so. If, however, for one reason 
or another you fill your B appointments from _ practitioners 
not holding A appointments at your hospital please conform 
to the following procedure: 


(1) Except in the case of an unexpected vacancy please 
advertise your appointment in the medical press at least two 
months before it falls vacant, basing your advertisement on 
the models set out in the Appendix. 


(2) If you fail to secure a suitable practitioner by adver- 
tisement inform the dean of the nearest medical school of 
the type of post you have vacant and ask him to give you 
the names of any suitable practitioners. 


(3) Finally, if these two lines of approach fail, please 
make application to me for the names of suitable practi- 
tioners. 


We are anxious to avoid over-centralization and the diffi- 
culties that go with it. It is for this reason that we ask you 
to refrain from approaching the Central Committee until you 
have advertised and made application to the nearest teaching 
school. 


NO?TiFiCATION OF APPOINTMENTS 


This is of great importance. Please notify to me all 
appointments made to posts within the wartime establishment, 
A, Bl, and B2, whether appointees are men or women, 
R practitioners or not. I enclose a model form of communi- 
cation for this purpose. Messrs. Vacher and Sons, Ltd., at 
10, Great Smith Street, SW.1, have prepared for this purpose 
a stock of appropriate printed postcards which can be obtained 
on application, price 1s. 3d. per dozen post free, and 7s. per 
100 post free. The Central Medical War Committee cannot 
take steps to reserve the holders of A and B posts unless they 
are notified of all appointments to these posts immediately 
they are made.

Doctors as Clerks 


Sin,—The_ British Medical Association is fulfilling an 
invaluable and, at the same time, a very onerous function 
—namely, that of supplying medical practitioners to meet 
the nation’s requirements. It has to meet demands from 
the Fighting Services, the Emergency Medical Service. and, 
at the same time, ensure that the needs of the civil popula- 
tion are not unjustifiably prejudiced—and it must be remem- 
bered that the needs of the latter do not diminish just 
because there happens to be a war On. It must be a difficult 
task to satisfy all demands, and the decision as to which 
call must take priority will often present a thorny problem. 

When considering the problem it will be as well that the 
Officers of the Association should appreciate that many of 
the medical practitioners who are allotted to the Fighting 
Forces will not aciually be utilized as such but instead 
as untrained and consequently unskilled clerks. This mis- 


employment of medically qualified and skilled material must 
inevitably result in depriving the civil population of medical 
attention which it can ill afford to spare, and is contrary 
to the interests of both the community and the profession. 
It results from an unfortunate and long-established tendency, 
probably due to Civil Service influence, on the part of the 
Service Departments to regard “clerical” as more important 
than “clinical.” In fact, save in rare instances, only when 
as the result of a process of professional starvation and an 
over-indulgence in “ pro formas” he has been reduced to the 
necessary state of clinical impotence has a regular medical 
officer in peacetime been considered ripe for promotion. 

The Territorial and Volunteer Reserve medical officers 
have by their insistence on “clinical before clerical” 
brought about some change, and they have received at least 
moral support from a large number of regular Service 
officers. but they have not altered the fact that an appre- 
ciable proportion of medical practitioners in the Fighting 
Services are employed on what is: imposingly described as 
“ administrative work.” but which actually is clerical work 
for which they are ill] equipped both temperamentally and by 
training. 

The British Medical Association, if it is fully to serve the 


‘profession and the nation, before depriving the civil popula- 
‘tion of the medical skill and knowledge of an individual, 


should assure itself that that skill and knowledge will in 
fact be put to practical use in the Services. The Services 
must employ medical practitioners as medical practitioners.
